Ziel was cross examined by 16 defendants J 
and three lawyers for the defendants during this period concerning the arrests — 
and the operations of the FBI on 8/21-22/71. All nineteen cross examiners ^ 
attempted to belittle and malign the FBI. At the conclusion of his testimony Ziel 
was requested by Judge Fisher to see him in his chambers. During this visit 
Judge Fisher advised Ziel that he was a "magnificent witness" and that he (the 
Judge) was very proud of the FBI and the way Ziel handled himself as a witness. ^

He said that the Communist Party dislikes him 
enough to have done such a, thing but he did not believe 
the Communist Party was involved in the theft of the FBI 
documents.

(CIA) . He did this only through his dislike of communism. He

BERK said he did not believe that; anyone connected 
with the Bethany Theological Seminary at Oak Brook, Illinois, * 
was involved in the break- in of the FBI Office or of receiving' 
and handling any stolen documents. He said that he had known 
most of those involved in war resistence there and all were, 
of a type who might become involved in demonstrations and/or
